They tell what was
considered news at the time and give readers today an insightinto a way of life in the past. Below are a
few excerpts from the museum’s files. By the way, if you have very old newspapers, or clippings from
the Tremont area, the Tremont Museum is always interested in receiving them.

From a December 31, 1959 local newspaper:

- Anew park shelter was constructed during the summer with tables and plenty of seating space to
accommodate family reunions, square dancing, roller skating, etc. Tentative plans call for a provision
for ice skating.

- Much corn is being marketed this week; the price having gone up to 90 cents per bushel for No. 3.

- The weather prophets are having a hard time of it this winter. It keeps them busy making excuses for
their mistakes.

From an Oct. 20 1911, local newspaper

- Miss Edith Cottingham was a Pekin visitor Saturday.

- Mrs. M. Shurtliff was a Bloomington visitor Monday.

Unknown date, local newspaper

- Those who figured potatoes were going to be so high priced that everyone could not afford to eat
them, find they were mistaken. Dealers are now offering them at 85 cents per bushel.

- Krumreig is learning to run the automobile that he purchased of Dr. Cody. He is able to keep it
between the fences on the road now and will soon be an expert.
